Downtown’s 
changing face 


Trouble or transition? 

Three bars closed in one 
month, but business 
association claims area 
is going through a 
restaurant shift 


Although news of the Pogue 
Fado’s closure disappointed 
many Hahgonians Monday, 
one restaurant expert said it’s 
hard to operate during the 
“worst chmate” in the scene’s 
histoiy. 

Gordon Stewart of the Res¬ 
taurant Association of Nova 
Scotia said the Irish bar’s sud¬ 
den closure is concerning, “but 
the numbers kind of support it 
in a way.” 

“The margins are razor 
thin, the thinnest I’ve ever seen 
them,” Stewart said. 

In the last decade, Stewart 
said bar and restaurant sales 
dropped by $14 milhon in Nova 
Scotia: $9.1 million of that is in 
Halifax. 


The social change whereby 
people drink at home and go 
downtown later has also taken 
a toll on bars, Stewart said, and 
for the Pogue, a student crowd 
has its drawbacks. 

“You’re going more than 
half the week with veiy low 
business, then high-volume 
business on the weekends. It’s 
just not high enough to sustain 
the kind of costs that you’re 
canying,” Stewart said. 

Stewart also said with few¬ 
er people downtown during 
the day, restaurants have lost 
lunchtime revenue to the frin¬ 
ges of the city where more of¬ 
fice buildings are popping up. 

“You can go down Argyle 
Street ... and you’ll be lucky 
if you find 50 people in all 
the restaurants, where in St. 
John’s, Nfld., there’d be 50 
people in one,” he said. 

In a Facebook post, the 
owners of the Pogue cited the 
“current business environment 
downtown” as a factor in its 
closure. 

Paul MacKinnon of the 
Downtown Business Associa-

tion said he’s not sure what the 
owners mean by that, but said 
the high rents on Barrington 
Street need to come down to at¬ 
tract new businesses and help 
existing ones. 

While the Pogue is the third 
bar to close this month, be¬ 
hind the Palace and G Lounge, 
MacKinnon said those other 
businesses are simply changing 
and will reopen with more of a 
focus on dinner than drinks. 

“There’s concerns about 
things hke late-night violence 
in cabarets, but we may be 
seeing more of a natural shift 
towards bringing people down¬ 
town earher,” MacKinnon said. 

“Things are changing in the 
industiy. I wouldn’t say that 
there’s necessarily a decline.”

Woman recalls Tynching* remark in discrimination case 


A woman accusing her for¬ 
mer employer of racial dis¬ 
crimination says a lynch¬ 
ing comment was “the last 
straw.” 

Garnetta Cromwell testi¬ 
fied Tuesday before the prov¬ 
ince’s Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion regarding a complaint 
filed against Leon’s Furniture 
Store, her employer from Oc¬ 
tober 2004 to May 2008. 

Cromwell, an Affican- 
Canadian, alleged the word 
“lynching” was used before 
she went to a performance- 


review meeting in early May 
2008. She said four super¬ 
visors were in the office at the 
Burnside location when one 
of them made a discrimina¬ 
tory comment. 

“As 1 was coming to the of¬ 
fice, he said, ‘Everyone out, 
it’s time for a lynching,”’ she 
testified on Tuesday. “1 was 
speechless.” 

Cromwell resigned from 
Leon’s three weeks later and 
filed her complaint with the 
commission at the end of the 
month. 


Cromwell also alleged she 
was called racial names dur¬ 
ing her tenure at Leon’s, in¬ 
cluding “Condoleezza Rice,” 
“Contessa” and “sunshine,” a 
derogatoiy word her mother 
told her meant “you’re so 
black that it shines.” 

In another instance, 
Cromwell said a supervisor 
touched her hair and said, “It 
felt like wool.” 

During her testimony, 
Cromwell welled up with 
tears as she described the 
anxiety disorder she de-

veloped due to the alleged 
discrimination she faced. 

“Everything was falling, 
crashing down on me,” she 
said. 

An independent adjudica¬ 
tor for the commission will 
determine whether any dis¬ 
crimination occurred. 


Lisa Teiyl, counsel for the 
commission, told reporters 
discrimination doesn’t need 
to be the main factor in deter¬ 
mining an employment dis¬ 
advantage under the Human 
Rights Act. 

“If any part of that dis¬ 
advantage is connected to 
race, it contaminates every¬ 
thing, and so we find that’s 
discrimination,” Teryl said.

Airlines banned 


Syria a no-fly 
zone, says Russia 

Russia has banned its 
airlines from flying over 
Syria after a civilian plane 
was reported to have 
come under an unspeci¬ 
fied threat in Syrian 
airspace. 

The ban was an¬ 
nounced Tuesday by the 
state air transport agency, 
Rosaviatsiya — which said 
some airlines continue “to 
operate in the airspace of 
the country in which hos¬ 
tilities are using missiles.” 

Officials said the 
crew of a charter flight 
carrying 159 people from 
Egypt to the Russian city 
of Kazan saw war activ¬ 
ities on the ground that 
endangered the plane. 

The aircraft landed safely 
in Kazan.

Indictment. 

Pilots, crews and the 
right type of aircraft 
are in short supply, 
says Ferguson 


The federal auditor general 
says the country’s search-and- 
rescue system is in distress 
and some elements are near 
the breaking point. 

Michael Ferguson’s latest 
report, issued Tuesday, sin¬ 
gled out the Royal Canadian 
Air Force, saying an on¬ 
going shortage of pilots and 
trained crew puts the system 
in jeopardy. 

He also said the countiy 
doesn’t have enough — or the 
right type — of aircraft to re¬ 
spond to emergencies across 
the vast open spaces of land 
and sea. 

The Harper government 
has repeatedly promised to 
deliver new aircraft to re¬ 
place the air force’s aging 
fleet of C-115 Buffaloes and 
older model C-130 Hercules, 
the workhorses of rescue 
missions. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay has often referred 
to the procurement as a “top 
priority.” 

But the program, started 
under the Liberals in 2002, is 
not expected to deliver a new 


plane until 2017. 

“National Defence has not 
sufihciently replaced and has 
had difficulty maintaining its 
SAR aircraft at the necessaiy 
level to respond to SAR inci¬ 
dents effectively,” the aud¬ 
itor’s report said. 

Ferguson noted the Hercu¬ 
les do not have sensors and 
data-management systems 
found on search aircraft in 


other countries. 

The cost of maintaining 
the nearly 50-year-old Buf¬ 
faloes has climbed to $20 
million a year and there’s a 
shortage of spare parts.

Marketing craze. Wave 
of jacked-up products, 
such as caffeinated gum,

Looking for a new way to get 
that jolt of caffeine energy? 
Food companies are betting 
snacks like potato chips, jeUy 
beans and gum with a caffein¬ 
ated kick could be the answer. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration is closely watching 
the marketing of these foods 
and wants to know more about 
their safety. The FDA said Mon¬ 
day it will look at the foods’ ef¬ 
fects on children in response to 
a caffeinated gum introduced 
this week by Wrigley.

Q; What’s a First World problem? 

A: A First World problem is so trivial and ridicu¬ 
lous that it fails to resonate with people who 
have real problems, such as making it to the end 
of the day... and then going to bed hungry. 

Female reporters in male pro-sport dressing 
rooms? First World problem. That it is generat¬ 
ing any comment at all is testament to Don 
Cherry’s remarkable ability to stoke contro¬ 
versy at an age when most people have already 
gone to bed.

The driving distance from Vera¬ 
cruz, Mexico, to Santa Fe, N.M., 
is more than 2,500 km But 
Hyundai’s recently retired Vera¬ 


cruz wagon and the 2013 Santa 
Fe are much closer. Until its de¬ 
mise following the 2012 model 
year, the Veracruz represented 
Hyundai’s mainstay transport 
for people requiring accommo¬ 
dations for up to seven-passen¬ 
gers and their belongings. Its 
drawbacks, including a hefty 
4,300-pound base weight, even¬ 
tually put it out of the running. 

Tlie Veracruz’s capacity, if 
not its name, has been replaced 
by the Santa Fe, or at least one 
version of the Santa Fe. For the 


2013 model year Hyundai has 
seen fit to create both a five- 
place model, called the Santa Fe 
Sport, plus an extended-length 
model with four inches added 
between the front and rear 
wheels that can seat six or sev¬ 
en, depending on the configur¬ 
ation.
